Memphis, April 2.—The flood situa- 


tion iu the Mississippi 
delta above 


Greenville is decidedly better as to the 
threatened loss of life ami further de- 
struction of levet-s. 


The half dozen crevasses on the Ar- 


kansas and Mississippi shores between 
Helena and Greenville have driven a 
volume of water out of the main chan- 
nel, which is spreading itself over the 
lowlands, but not with the degree of 
rapidity that cuts off escape to the in- 
habitants of the low countries. 
The 


river shows a decline from a point be- 
low Helena to the Wayside crevasse. 
The decline above Greenville in many 
places is as great as 10 inches. 


However, 11,-lena, Ark., is not out of 


danger, for the waters from the St. 
Fiancis basm in Arkansas are still 
swelling the channel of the main river 
from the mouth of th« St. Francis to 
a point south of Helena, for no break 
occurs until Westover is reached, 10 
miles below that city. 


The worst at Helena will be over by 


Sunday. The damage to the farming 
country in the delta can not be exag- 
gerated. Fivo counties will be for the 
most part under water for 30 days and 
the main line and branch lines of the 
Yazoo and Mississippi Valley road will 
have more than 100 miies of track ia- 
unJated.

Even if potash ia present in sandy soils 
it is quite likely to be in the form of a 
silicate of potash, which is insoluble 
except in contact with something that 
is fermenting. It is thus that a dressing 
of stable manure, having very litdo pot- 
ash itself, may make bright, clean straw 
where it is applied, -while on the land 
not manured the grain and straw will 
be rusted. It is potash or the lack of it 
that makes this difference, and the re- 
sult shows that tbe manure made solu- 
ble enough potash in tbe soil to main- 
tain healthful plant growth. 


Haw to Stamp Ont Hoj Cholera. ~ 


Here is one man's plan as tried in 


the Iowa Homestead: 


My plan would be to kill all animals 


that are stnckcn with the disease and 
bim them. Breed to matured stock, 
feed a balanced ration, keep quarters 
cloau, disinfect premises often with air 
slaked lime and carbolic acid without 
stint; also keep hard wood ashes, salt, 
charcoal and coal ashes where they can 
get what they want. I would have the 
laws we now have relative to tbe bury- 
ing or burning of tlie dead carcasses and 
tho hauling of tbe same over the public 
highways enforced. 


Sow Clean Seed. 


So farmer can bo too careful. For 


the last 15 years I have never sown a 
kernel of grain that has not beon clean- 
ed with a good fanning mill, and I save 
my seed from the best and plumpest 
that grows on the farm. I can say I 
have no trouble \vith weeds in my grain, 
only winter wheat that winter kills. I 
sow barley, oats and winter wheat and 
rye. Seine of my neighbcrsTscw their 
seed grain just as it comes from the 
thRishing machine,. and_ they want to 
chatige^their'-aeed most every year.—

The town, which con- 
tains some la, 000 jieople, has been 
established 20 yeara An inquiry 
made by disinterested physicians in- 
to the number of case* of consump- 
tion that were known to have origi- 
nated in tbe town resulted in a re- 
port of 20 in all. 
Although it is 


probable that our brilliant sunshine 
and dry air more quickly destroy 
tbe vitality of tlie bacilli than your 
eastern atmosphere, yet in the poor- 
er lodging bouses of tbe town there 
are many ill ventilated rooms, in- 
side or on the north side of the 
building, inhabited by consumptives 
and their families, where reckless- 
ness of expectoration and careless- 
ness of ordinary cleanliness are 
marked features of their domestic 
menage, yet cases of contagion do 
not average more tban one a year." 


At Colorado Springs the consump- 


tives mingle with the other resi- 
dents of the city on all occasions — 
at church service, theater, concerts 
and in the overheated and crowded 
rooms of private residences during 
social functions. They reside in the 
same hotels, boarding houses and 
private dwellings with those not af- 
flicted with the disease, and no at- 
tempt at isolation has been made. 
Notwithstanding this apparent in- 
difference on the part of the local 
authorities to the contagvnisness of 
the disease only 20 cases have origi- 
nated in Colorado Springs in 20 
years. 


At Davds^PlatZj in Switzerland, 


where I ispeat a wiaterr a few years; 
"ago, a '-very large number of con- 
sumptives \vere~sfayiiig The hotels 
were crowded, and of the 1,500 
strangers in the village about 1,COO 
were consumptives. At the hotel at 
which 1 staid there were about 1EO 
guests, about SO of whom were con- 
sumptives. At Davos, during the 
winter, the invalid's day for ouring 
is limited to 4>< horns Tlie remain- 
der of thp 24 hours is spent within 
doors. No one stood in dread oi con- 
tracting the disease, and no cases 
occurred in which it -was conveyed 
from person to peiton. No bpecial 
precatitioiis \vero taken by the phy- 
sicians and local nuthoimes to pre- 
vent contagion other ilian good ven- 
tilation ot the living nnd bedroom:-. 
As in Colorado Springs, BO cases o{ 
the disease originated at Davos. - 
Dr. Clinton Wagner in New York 
Medical Eecord.

Whether it was because he 
was to be the first president inaugurated 
at the new capitol, or because of an un- 
willingness to disappoint the large num- 
bers of bis friends and partisans who 
bad assembled to honor him, is not 
clear, bnt the fact is that he did permit 
a considerable display at tbe ceremo- 
nies. He was met at the door of his 
boarding house, -which was only a 
stone's throw from the capitol, by a 
militia artillery company and a proce* 
rion of citizens, and, escorted by these, 
lie went on foot to the capitol. 


The horseback story, or "fake," as it 


would bo denominated in modern jour- 
nalism, was the invention of an English- 
man named John Davis, who put it in 
a book of American travels which he 
published in London two years later. In 
order to gn o it an air of truthfulness, 
Davis decl.ured that he was present at 
the inauguration, which -was not true, 
A veracious account of tho ceremonies 
was sent to England by Edward Thorn- 
tosi, who was then in charge of the Brit- 
ish legation ut Washington, and in this 
Jefferson was described as having walk- 
ed to tho capitol These facts, together 
with a great mass of interesting matter 
about Jefferson's inauguration, are set 
forth in detail by Henry Adams in his 
"History of tho United States " and 
leave no doubt that the Davis version 
was a pure fabrication. — Joseph B.

Now, 
in order to snore one must 


koep the mouth open as well •as the 
nose, and in this condition the two 
currents of air passing in and out 
together during the act of breathing 
catch this little current between 
<hera and throw it into rapid vi- 
bration. This vibration, more or 
less intense and sonorous, is what 
we call snoring. It is only with the 
mouth opau that snoring can be ac- 
complished. Try to sleep with your 
mouth closed, and if you can suc- 
ceed in doing so you will cure your- 
self of a very disagreeable perform- 
ance—certainly disagreeable to oth- 
ers if not to yourself.—New York 
Ledger.

on the continent than in America, 
for society as a whole is more con- 
ventional and social customs are 
much more matters of form.

It is manufactured in two 
qualities, cue being of heavier wire 
and with larger mes-bes than tho 
other. The special advantage claim- 
ed foi hornglas is that it docs not 
soft en under sun heat aud is there- 
fore adapted to use iu any cnmato 
without tbe danger ol becoming so 
soft arid adhesive as to retain dust 
and dirt. Its uses aud general char- 
acteristics arc similar to those of

Jacob L. Keve, one of Lima's oldest
